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WHAT IS CLAIMED IS: 

1. A salt of a basic-reacting amino acid with at least 
one acidic-reacting sweetener. 

2. A salt as claimed in claim 1, wherein the amino acid 
is arginine, lysine, histidine, tryptophan or 
orni thine . 

10 3. A salt as claim.ed in claim. 1, whei~ein the sweetener 
is selected from one or more of the following 
sweeteners: acesulfam.e, aspartame, all tame, 

cyclamate, glycyrrhi z in , neotame, saccharin and 
gluconic acid or gluconate.
